After the expiration o£ the 
present to_rm, however, State oflicers will 
jold thoir positions for a term of two 
years as heretofore. The session of the 
.Legislature, which will bs held the com- 
ing winter—1883, will be the first meet- 
ing of the Legislature under the biennial 
session law. All County officers elected 
last fall will hold for three years the term 
thereafter being two years, tho samo as 
tuo Stato officers.

Every Man his own Stenographer. . 


Another addition has been made to the 


many scientific wonders of recent years. 
Hen- A. GentilU, of Vienna, has invent- 
ed an instrument—called by him _tha 
glossograph—consisting of an ingenious 
combination 
of delicate levers and 


blades which, placed upon the tongue 
and lips and under the nostrils oJ tha 
speaker, are vibrated by the movements 
of tho former and tho breath flowing 
from the latter. The vibration is trans- 
mitted to pencils, which transcribe tho 
several signs produced by the action of 
tongue and lips and the breath from tha 
nostrils upon a strip of paper, moved by 
a mechanical arrangement. Similar to 
shorthand, n. special system of writing— 
which may fitly'be termed glossography 
—is produced, "based, upon the principle 
of syllable construction, and combination 
of consonants. It-is especially suited 
to those languages the orthography of 
which dill'ers least from tho phonetio 
record of tho apparatus. A wide vista 
is opened to tho instrument for-its prac- 
tical application in recording speech. 
Independently of tho fact that by its 
means we shall be enabled to write four 
or live times as qnickly'"ns hitherto by 
shorthand, the new apparatus requires 
110 preliminary study and no special 
practice. It is self-acting in'the fullest 
sense. 
Moreover, its application in- 


volves ns little fatigue to tho speaker as 
severe attention of tho person tran- 
scribing. In reporting proceedings in 
Parliament or courts of law, it is not 
necessary that tne speaker should use 
tha apparatus himself. Anybody may 
articulate it by repeating in a low tone 
of voice the words of a speaker, which 
is sufficient for recording the signs. Tha 
glossograph may bo recommended to 
those orators whose efforts to be heard 
aro consistently ignored by reporters, 
and who will thus be enabled, by simply 
adjusting the instrument under their 
nose, to report their own speeches in 
spito of; these objectionable persona. 
Seriously speaking, however, the glosso- 
graph may play nn important part in 
telegraphy in tho near future.

The Effect of Weather ou Trees. 
Sir Herbert Cliristison, tho great 


Scotch chemist, has made somo curious 
observations on the effects of a cold, wet 
season in diminishing the normal growth 
of trees. He found on careful measure- 
ment that, comparing 1879 with 1878, 
eleven deciduous trees—not oaks—made 
on an average 41 per cent, less growth 
in the last year than in tho year .before 
Of seventeen piuo trees, the 'average 
deficiency was 20 per cent., so that heat 
appears to have more to do with tha 
making of wood than moisture has. It 
is strange that the growth of the oak, 
which drops its leaves, seems less de- 
pendent on heat than that of the pine, 
which we usually associate with very 
cold regions.

The Bat Cares oT Tcias. 


A correspondent describing tho lime- 


stone caves or caverns, ot Texas, says of 
them: These bat cuves have long been 
known to bear aud turkey hunters. 
They abound in several counties of that 
State. They nro not very comfortable 
places to go into, as ono is continually 
haunted by tho fear of rattlesnakes, 
Bue-benrs -with cubs, and tho danger of 
unknown 
abyssciB. 
Besido the great 


hordes of bats flittingjiround your light, 
hitting you in the face and becoming en- 
tangled in your hair, is an nncomfortabla 
feature, producing a sort of " creeping" 
feeling in a fellow, Then thero is tha 
ever-present danger of your light be- 
coming extinguished, leaving you in 
darkness blacker than pitch, from -which 
you might never emerge. 
However ar- 


dent an explorer ho may be who ventures 
into ono of theso things, and however 
interested with what ho SOOH, he is con- 
tinually wishing that he were well out 
of it. They are regular witch, holes. If 
there be witches in tho world, there you 
mil find them, I should think. I ex- 
plored one in Baadera or Medina, sever- 
al hundred yards, as I judged, until I 
came to a fine creek rushing and roaring 
through, it. Beyond the creek I could 
see another opening, leading, no doubt, 
to still deeper and darker depths, but I 
had got enough of it, and refused to vent- 
ure further. 
In this ono I encountered 


tho bat guano immediately on entering, 
and it continued a great distance. I 
could not judge how thick the deposit 
was, but it was certainly many feet. 
There could not have been leas than sev- 
eral thousand tons of it, and it was ac- 
cunmlating with great rapidity. 


:The substance cast down by theso bats 


is exceedingly rich in nitrate of potash. 
For the manufacture of that salt no other 
substance in the world can compare 
with it. I saw any quantity of it in the 
Bandera or Medina cave, which, by the 
way, by some natural chemical process, 
had been converted where it lay into 
pure saltpeter, apparently. It would 
undoubtedly make a very strong fertil- 
izer, beside furnishing gunpowder, etc., 
but whether the raw staff is worth $60 a 
ton or not I cannot say. But if it is 
worth anything like that figure I should 
say a Texas bat cave is better than a gold 
mine. On the whole, it looks like a new 
industry was about to be added to us in 
Texas, namely, that of bat ranching. 
Tho bat ranch' man would be at no ex- 
pense for feeding or herding his cattle. 
He would be at no expense whatever ex- 
cept for gathering his guano and ship- 
ping it to market. 
He should gather 


his guano only in tho night -when the 
cattle are away i'eoding. Should he dis- 
turb them too ofton in the day time they 
might shift their quarters, thus cutting 
off his daily supply of guano.

these eaves for saltpeter during the war. 


Al)ont Smelling. 


In a lecture on "Smell," Prof. W. 


Eamsey says that there is a probability 
that our sense of smell is excited by 
vibrations of a lower order than, those 
which give rise to the sense of heat and 
light. 
These vibrations are conveyed 


by gaseous molecules to the surface net- 
work of nerves in tho nasal cavity. Tha 
difference of smells is caused by the rate 
and by the nature of such vibrations, 
just as the difference in tone of musical 
sounds depends on tho rate and nature 
of the vibrations. Among the lightest 
substances which have a smoll are sul- 
phuretted hydrogen and. phosphorettcd 
oxygen, both of which arc HOV ''V'i:n 
times as heavy as hydrogen, 
j 
.sic 


acid is fifteen times as.heavy and .as a 
smell, but all persons are not ablo to da- 
teet it, and we have here the lowest 
limit of molecular weight. To produce 
the sensation of smell then a substance 
must have a molecular weight at least 
fifteen times that of hydrogen, and the 
intensity of the smell increases as the 
substance rises in .weight. The intense 
perfume of flowers is to be ascribed to 
the terpenes, of which common terpen- 
tine is one, or to their products of oxida- 
tion, and these bodies all possess a mo- 
lecular weight of 130, which appears 
to excite the olfactory nerve most 
powerfully.
